The new Centennial Library 
which is situated to the imm- 
ediate east of the Civic Cen- 
tre was designed by the firm 
of Dennis and. Freda 
O’Connor and Maltby, Arch- 
itects. Contractors for the 
building are Summit Con- 
struction Ltd. The modern 
glass walled building feat- 
ures an open stairway conn- 
ecting the two floors, The 
Library provides 6,000 sq. 
ft. of floor space, with the 
main floor housing the Chil- 
dren’s Library, the Reading 
Room andthe Reference Lib- 
rary. The lower floor 
features the Main Library, 
the Art Exhibit area, andthe 
Lecture Room, 


The St. Albert Library 
was originally started as a 
reading club for members 
of the Women’s Institute and 
their families in 1949, The 
ladies collected 50 used 
books and opened up shop. 
One year later, with a bud- 
get totalling $200 made up 
of contributions by the Town 
‘of St. Albert, the County of 
Sturgeon and the Women’s 
Institute, membership was 
opened to the public, Further 
expansion saw the Library 
move to the basement of the 
St. Albert Community Hall, 
where it operated for 8 yrs. 
as an ‘‘Associate Library’’, 
with a Provincial Grant. In 
the fall of 1961 the Library 
moved again, this time tothe 
lower floor of the just com- 
pleted Civic Centre. The 
Library at that time had a 
stock of 2,500 books. :

Starting for St. Boniface, Father Lacombe 
was invited to seat himself in the Bishop’s 
cariole; the latter would travel on snowshoes, 
Father Lacombe protested against enjoying the 
comforts of the cariole, but he was commanded 
in obedience to his superior to stay there, and 
he did. 


The pleasant motion of the cariole, as the dogs . 


drew it swiftly over the trail, combined with his 
overwrought muscles to produce a sleep so pro- 
found that all day he was unconscious of his voy- 
age and companions. He slept through the noon- 
spell, when the men silently prepared ameal, and 
when he awoke at the night’s camping-place to 
see Bishop Grandin coming up to the fire with 
some faggots on his shoulder, he saluted him: 

‘‘Heh! Haven’t we started yet?’’

Father Leduc, the new travelling - companion 
of our: missionary, was a shrewd humorous rec- 
ruit to the mission-field from Brittany, and on 
this trip a life-long friendship between the two 
men took root. 

On August 13 there appeared at St. Paulde Cris 
the first brigade of carts brought over the 
prairies from St, Boniface by the Company. There 
were eighty-two carts — a showing which quite 
eClipsed Father Lacombe’s modest pioneer brig- 
ade of 1862, and two days were occupied by their 
passing. The big company was five years behind 
the missionaries in adopting this method of tran- 
sportation, but like all strong and conservative 
forces when it made the change it did so with eclat. 

Eighty-two carts! To the wide-eyed natives at 

at Paul the sight was as awe-inspiring as the 
steam-horse and iron road were to be years 
later. And as_ though this were not in itself 
sufficiently wonderful — ten days later there 
came creaking and groaning up the trail a second 
brigade of thirty-two carts belonging to the 
. Company! 

Between the fading lines of this old entry in 
the Journal can be read much wonderment and 
much leisure on the part of sundry dusky braves, 
who joyed in counting the carts as they passed 


rumbling down the trail.

Carter Proposals 
Affect Insurance

burden of the eleven million 
Canadians who own policies, 
the President of the Canadian 
Life Insurance Association 


said Monday, May 29. 


A. T. Seedhouse said the 
recommendation of the Carter 


Royal Commissionon Taxa- 


tion to tax life insurance co- 
mpanies on the same basis 
as other business enterprises 
‘‘a fundamental error’’. 

The families of ordinary 
wage earners -- including 80 
per cent of all Canadian trade 
unionists -- and theless well- 
to-do would bear the brunt if 
the recommendation is imple- 
mented by Ottawa, he told the 


was 


annual meeting of the Assoc- 
iation being held at the 
Seigniory Club here. 

‘Our interests are in re- 
ality those of a broad cross- 
section of the Canadian pop- 
ulation,’’? he added. ‘‘This is 
a fact too often forgotten in 
the confusion of thought that 
links our industry with the 
few rather than with the mas- 
ses.”’ 

“Tt should be recognized 
that any steps which tend to 


discourage the protection of 


dependents through life insur- 
ance would increase the cost 
of welfare,’’ he added. ‘‘It 


would be most unfortunate if 


theoretical considerations in 
designing a Canadian tax law 
should frustrate the very leg- 
itimate desires of people to 


protect themselves adequately ~ 


from the catastrophic conse- 
quences of disability or death.” 

Mr. Seedhouse said the 
Carter Commission had in 
many cases failed to apprec- 
iate the ‘‘unique nature’’ of 
life insurance and the contri- 
butions it had made to the ec- 
onomic growth of this country 
as well as guaranteeing indi- 
vidual security to families 
suddenly deprived of the wage 
earner through death.

and be subject to a withhold- 
ing tax of 15 per cent. This 
was an inequitable form of 
double taxation because the 
dividends essentially were a 
return of the policyholder’s 
own money. 

Secondly, said Mr. Seed- 
house, the proposal to tax as 
income within the family unit 
all group life insurance ben- 
efits was directly at odds with 
the long-standing attitude of 
government towards small es- 
tates passing to dependents. 

‘An undesirable and new 
form of tax would be imposed 
on the modest estates of the 
less well-to-do,’’ he said. 

Mr. Seedhouse said that at 
least one-third of all the life 
insurance in force in Canada 
is in group plans. More than 
80 percent of all trade union 
members have suchinsurance 
including 24 per cent who 
carry no other kind of life 
insurance. 

‘‘Such provisions do notap- 
ply to other forms of insur- 
ance. If, for example, an 
income-producing factory is 
insured, burns down, and is 
replaced, no tax is paid on 
the insurance benefit received 
he said. ‘‘However under 
Carter, if the ‘human asset’ 
who is the family wage-prov- 
ider dies, group life insur 
ance, which to a degree re- 
places. his income-earning 


“ability, would be taxed as 


income in his widow’s hands. 

“It has been claimed that 
the Carter proposals, if all 
the assumptions were valid, 
would help the ordinary wage 
earner,’’ said'Mr. Seedhouse. 
“But here is one clear area 
where, on the contrary, it 
would penalize his family. It 
just does not make sense.”
